Is Forging an_ Ineffectual 
Document a Crime? 


——t 


KNOTTY PROBLEMS FOR. 
FULL COURT. 


Can a charge of forgery be 
made upon a document which, 
evan if it were a genuine doca- 
ment, would not be effectual in 
the ordinary course of business ? 

This was one of the knotty 
legal problems which occupied 
the Chief Justice (Sir Wm. Rees- 
Davies) and the Puisne Judge 
(Mr. H. H, J. Gompertz) in the 
Fall Court to-day. 

The legal point arose out of 
arguments put forward by Mr. 
Elsley Zritlya in the course of 
the hearing of charges of forging 
documonts and certain valuable 
securities agains! four Chinede io 
the Kwangsi Bank note case, at 
tho Criminal Sessions recently. 
Two of the accused were found 
“not guilty "and were discharg- 
ed, The other two were founc 
“guilty” by the jury, but sentence 
wasdeferred for points af law to 
ba argued before the Full Court, 
which sat for that purpose %o- 
day, a 

The Attorney General (Ho 
Mr. J. H. Kemp) conducted the 
cease for the Crown, and Mr. 
Zeitlyn {instracted by 4fr.G. K. 
Hall Bratton) appesred for the 
defence. 

Mr. Zsitlyn upon the fitst 
count submitted that on the 
avidence the, making of the 
documents purporting to be $1 
Kwangsi banknotes was. not 
forgery inlaw. Secondly, on the 
evidence the documents were not 
valuable secarities. Fhirdly, the 
documents were not valuable 
securities vith); 
the, Forgery rdinance, 1922. 
Counsel’s proposition, in the 
second count also, was that on 
the evidence the making of the 
documents was not forgery is 
law. 

The Puisne Judge pointed out 
that it was not lef: open for 
counsel to argue that the verdict 
of the jary was wrong in fact. 

Mr. Zeitlya explained that bis 
point "vas that there. was no case 
to go to the jury. 


Worthless Notes.” 


Counsel drew the attention of 
the Court to the evidence of 
Mr. George Banker, duriog the 
course of which the witness said 
he lefe Kwangsi last July and 
had not been there since. The 
Bank closed business in June, 
last year. There was no bank to 
redeem these notes and it was, 
therefore, counsel's contention 
that they were worthless. 


The Puisne Judge said he left it 
tothe jury to find whether they 
were worthless or not and that 
point had rot beeo reserved. 
Counsel might argue that 
a3 the Bank was closed—or had 
moved and could not be found— 
there was in existence no person 
who could redeem these notes. 

Mr. Zeitlyn referred to the 
evidence of an sscountant in a 
firm of money changers. This 
witness said the notes hed not 
been used fora year. At present 
they were not worth anything. 
They did not change them. He 
sould not at present give eny- 
thing for them. He would not 
change a Kwangsi banknote for 
any shing. 

Those two witnesses, continued 
counsel, were witnesses called by 
the Crown and, therefore, it was 
very fair submission, be thought, 
to say that it was the best evid- 
ence available. : 

The proposition of law on 
which counsel based his conten- 
tion on this part of bis case was 


the meaning of ; 


genuine, would, in the-oniinary 
course of business, have beeo 
effectual between the partles. 


Counsel's Query. 


Counsel put bis point briefly:— 
Can achitge of forgery be made 
upon a document which bad it 
heen genuine, could ,not hare 
been effectual between the 
parties? His sobmission *..wes 
that the Bank, having ceased 
exist, it was impossible for, that 
note to be effectual batweco the 
parties and, therefore, on that 
document there conld not bs a 
charge of forgery. 


Mr, Zeitlyn directed the Court's 
attention to Rex v. - Russ, 
1849. In this case there was a 
friendlssociety, or Masonic lodge, 
which, upon the dest one 
of its. membare, distribaled 
portion of some fonds amongst 
the survivors of the deceased's 
family. Some persons penspired 
t> forge » document whith par- 
ported lo declare that a tiember 
had died. That document bdeirg 
presented, the treasirer paid a 
portion of the funds to each person 
purported to be entitled. Upon 
being charged with forgery, the 
Judge who presided helt that a 
charge of forgery could not be 
based upon a document addressed 
to a body which had ceased 


ried 
ke. the Court of Crows Cases. 
The osen were afterwards brought 
before the same Judge charged 
with obtaining money by false 
pretences and it was contended 
on bebalf of prisoners that the 
charge could not be sustained 
becauas it was forgery. The 
Judge seid it was not forgery. 
The prisoners were convicted on 
another indictment, otherwise the 
point would have been resérved. 


Mr. Zritlyo submitted thet this 
point, sever having teen reserved, 
reserved’ for ,, their 

Court to ‘deal 
therefore, more 
interesting. If they substituted 
for the Lodge the Kwangsi Back, 
they bad ao autbority fally cover- 
ing the proposition counsel had 
submitted. 


It appesredto counsel that there 
was noanswer tothat proposition, 
and it sppeared to him that if it 
was good law, thoy could not base 
a charge of forgery. There might 
perhaps be some rizbt on tbe part 
of the Bank to lay s charge of 
infriogement of copyright, bot 
there was no right upoo that 
document to dbase a charge of 
forgery. ; ‘ 

Mr. Zaitlyn’s secood proposi- 
tion waa that on the evidence the 
documents, the subject of the 
charge, were not valuable secuti- 
ties. According to the avidence 
of Mr. Banker, the Bank ceased 
to existlast June, and according 
to the money chargers ac- 
countent, they had not taken 
these notes since thet tine. In 
fact the evidence amounted to it 
being impossible to get anything 
for these nates from apy money 
changer at any time since the 
Bank closed its doors.

HOUSING PROBLEMS. 


Two issues of much local im- 
portanc2 were raised in the 
{Chairman's speech at Isst even- 
ing’s meeting of the Kowloon 
Residents’ Associstion—the mat- 
ter of house rentals and the 
question of & European reserva- 
tion in Kowloon. Oa both these 
points, strong cases were raade 
out, and we fiad ourselves entire- 
ly sympathetic towards the view. 
points put forward concerning 
each. To take the. former ques- 
tion firss, there is not the slightest 
doubt that many landlords are, in 
the case of new property which 
is unatfected by the Rents Ry- 
striction Ordinance, charging 
most excessive rentals. Tho idea 
of exempting new property from 
the ‘rent-costrol law, on the 
ground that to resfrict rentals 
might discourage building, was 
an excellent one from some 
standpoints, but tba question is 
now freely being asked (in Hong- 
kong as well as Kowloon) whe- 
ther Iandlords are not taking 
undue advantage of the position 
they thos enjoy. The 
worst feature of these high rent- 
als on new bouses is that they 
will in all probability be taken as 
|e standard to be followed by 
owners of old property when the 
present restrictions “are eventu- 
ally removed. That is the danger, 

at any rate, aod we eommend 
that point to the serious «con- 
sideration of His Excellency the 

Governor. 


The Daily Press this. morning 
says: ‘ Whether owners of new 
property are getting exorbitant 
rentals or not, we are cot in a 
position to decide.” Then may 
we ask our contemporary whet 
it thinks of « rental of $175 per 
month for a new fist in 
Kowloon? The same journal is 
surprised st the suggestion thet 
rentals on new property should 
be to some vxtent controlled, in 
this connection citing the Govern- 
ment’s “solemn pledge” that re- 
striction should nos apply to such

ditions? Surely the Govern- 
ment would bave.a right to with- 
draw any privilege once it 
became established that the 
privilege was deing.abused. 
Regarding the European re- 
servation question, we quite see, 
as did the Chairman at last 
that bere o 
ticklish issue is raised.~ But it 
ought not to be burked on that 
account. We do not hesitate 
to say it is a scandst that 
whilst other parts of the Colony 
can secure their European 
reservations, Kowloon is denied 
simitas privileges. We know 
the old arguments that the law 
will aot countenance the specific 
setting aside of definite mreas 
wherein only Europeans may 
reside. Butthatisa quibble. In 
a literal sense it may be trua, 
but in actual everyday working 
lexperionce it ts otherwise. We 
need only to cite the c.te of the 
Peak to establish that point. 
And what can be done in the one 
instance can be done, by precisely 
similar methods, in the other. 
Kowloon residents are on firm 


-| ground when they ask for equality 


of treatment in this matter. 
They bave « right to it, and we 
hope the Residents’ Association 
will not rest content uctil they 
have secured it. The same 
machinery which ~ bas been 
utilised to give protection to 
Europeans on the. Peak and at 
Cheung Chau should be operated 
in favour of Kowloon as well 


‘There is, 33 Mr. Wylie said at 
last night’s meeting, no question 
of recial prejudice involved in 
this matter of a Huropean re 
servation—people have a right to 
desire to live amusg their own 
kind. It really comes down to 
nothing more than the exarcise 
of foresight and common-sense 
methods, and in any wall-con- 
ceived town-planning scheme 
distinctive provision should be 
mace, as far as possible, for all 
sections of the community. Itis 
certain that unless -something is 
done on these lines, very soon we 
shall see in Kowloon a repetition 
of what has occurred on the mid- 
dle levels in Hongkong-~ 
Europeans gradually squeezed 
ont of the best residential dis- 
tricts to made way for wealthy 
Asimtica. That ia ao error which 
must be avoided at afl costs. 


The Colony’s Trade. 


It has been asked recently 
what, if any, effect the unrest in 
South China, and the Cantoo 
trouble particularly, has had on 
trade in tbis Colony. Natarally 
the Chinese firms would be the 
principal sufferers. in the case 
ofany adverse influen:e being felt. 
With. the approach ,of Chinese 
New Year, there is s slackening 
of Chinese business here while 
the customary yearly settlements 
are transacted. According t 
Mr. Yip Lai-chueo, the Secretary 
for the Chinese General Chamber 
of Commerce, from whom we 
have been able to obtain au- 
thoritative informetion, the past 
year bas been an exceptional- 
jy.-bad .one for the mer- 
chants, s0 much s0 that 
it is believed several firms 
doing overseas trading are about 
to close. The cepression has 
been general in almost e]l fines, 
though the banks bave hed-a 
fairly prosperous year, with the 
larga sums lent out end the 
returns obtained on the -con- 
version ‘of mortgages. The 
slackening of general trade is at- 
tributed to. the continuous oc- 
currence of trou>le in the neigh- 
pouring Chinese tarritory, where 
pirates, brigands and different 
military factions bave combined 
to produce a situation which has 
resulted in a fifty per cent. losa 
of business. Wheat with the 
seamen’s strike of Iast Apyil, the 
continosl !sboyr troghles, snd the 
political disputes, the. vocation of 
2 merchant, as Mr. Yip agrees, is 
an antious one thgse gays.

Business Men’s Reception. 


A reception was given by the 
Heungshan Commercis! Union is 
benour of General Ngai Bong-piag 
yesterday, the fuoction taking 
place on the premises cf the Union. 
Genera! Ngai Bong-ping was 
cordially welcomed by the Chair- 
man and Cotmimittee who offered 
him their conyratulations on bis 
release. ie 

The Chairman (Mr. Ma Wing. 
chan, in o short speech, said that 
General Ngai Bong-ping's libera- 
tion Whs o bappy event oot only 
for the Heungshan Commercial 
Union, but also for the whole of 
Kwangtuog province in view of 
what the General had done for the 
good of the province and the wel- 
fare of its people. After the 
ousting of Chan Kwinog-ming Can- 
ton waa entered by Kwangsi 
aod Yunnan troups, giving rise 
to fears of disorder in the 


“leity which might have bad sert- 


ous effects on trade. The 
pecessity of a strung man to cume 
forward and maintain peace and 
order was apparent. In General 
Ngai Bong-ping the merchants 
found s suitable man for the re- 


.| pensibility, and accordingly they 


approached him to waive bis de- 
decision of detaching himself from 
polities and come out again in ths 
interests of law and order. This 
he did.

He would Itke to take 
the epportunity of narrating the * 
circumstances lauding to his return 
to Canton and the trouble there 
concerning bimself as the newwa- 
paper reports were far from the, 
truth. In the eighth moon. be 
washed’ hia hand~ uf politics, in- 
tendinz to, spend soma tir in. 
travellio:. When the recent trou 
ble breke out, be was in Hoagkens, 

‘whilst here. he received the 

ced re juest of the nine 
vagvolent <ccieties and the Cham- 
ber of Cotmmmerce in Canton to 
return .to Canton after the: 
ant Yunnan ‘Troops 
had entered the city, The re- 
quest was followed by the visit 
of Lau Man-tso, 8 special repre- 
sentative seat from Canton to 
urge bim tea leave Hongkong. 
Telestams were received from Sun 
Yat-cen and, Sbum Chun-hzuen, 
also requesting him to return to 
Cacton to work fur the safety of 
the City, 5 fears were entertained © 
that disorders might break oub 
among the merernary soldiers 
whreb might involve the city in 
ruin. It was not until after the 
arrival in Hongkoaz of two repre- 
sentatives frurn Cantonese military 
‘Jeaders to spprosch bim acd the 
receips of the infcrmation that

“that he decided to leave Hongkonz.
